During the week of June 19, the Interstate 10 widening project will require the following lane and road closures on 
local streets in Redlands: 
 
 

• Orange Street  – Full closure, June 19-23, 6 pm- 5 am  + Lane closure, June 21-23 – 6 am - 2:30 pm  
Bridge work will require the full closure of Orange Street at night from June 19 to June 23, 6 p.m. to 5 a.m. each day. 
In addition, daytime lane closures on Orange Street will be required June 21-23 from 6 a.m. to 2:30 p.m..  During the 
daytime closure, at least one travel lane will be maintained in each direction.  Pedestrian access also will be available 
on one side of the street.  Please follow all posted signs and cross the street only at designated crosswalk areas.  
 
 

• Church Street  – Full closure, June 19-20, 6 am - 2:30 pm 
Bridge work will continue on Church Street, requiring a full closure.  Motorists will be detoured to Sixth Street via 
Colton Avenue and Stuart Avenue. 
 
• Cypress Avenue - Full closure, June 19-23, 6:30 am – 4:30 pm 
Bridge work will continue on Cypress Avenue, requiring a full closure.  Motorists will be detoured to Citrus Avenue 
and University Street.
